Club  r.ehbers  throughout  the  coiuitry,  and  especially  dairy  club  uer.bers, 
ajre  looking  forward  to  next  Tuesday  v/hen  the  international  dairy  judging  con¬ 
test  t.^ikes  place  at  Manchester,  Engla:id.  Tlie  tear  representing  the  United 
States  is  fror.  Oklahoma.  You  nay  renenber  that  our  national  tean  last  yees 
brought  back  the  trophy  to  the  United  States.  Halley  Kennedy  and  Felix  Willian 
King,  iron  Canter  County,  OklaJiona,  and  Janes  Ch.ilders  fron  Garfield  County, 
ane  the  nenbers  of  the  teaxi  this  yean.  They  won  the  fight  to  represent  the 
United  States  in  this  contest  by  outpointing  tears  fron.  27  States  in  a  dairy 
judging  contest  ad  the  ITationad  Dairy  Exposition  in  St.  Louis,  last  fall.  Our 
team  landed  ad  Liverpool  June  l4  axid  after  visiting  the  Ar'erican  Erdassy,  went 
to  Jersej'  and  Guernsey  Islands  in  the  English  Channel  to  study  the  two  farous 
breeds  of  dairy  cattle  in  their  native  hories.  They  ha.ve  also  spent  sone  tine 
in  the  faming  sections  of  France,  Gem.aaiy,  Holland,  B€l.giuir,  and  Dennark, 
studying  their  systems  of  dairying  aiid  general  agriculture:. 


These  are  busy  days  for  4-H  club  nenbers,  what  v/ith  canps  and  short 
courses  aiid  training  schools  in  so  many  places.  Beginning  Monday  and  continuing 
through  Friday,  it  is  4-H  Club  Week  in  Michigan.  Boys  and  girls  from  all  over 
the  State  will  come  in  to  the  Michigan  Stade  College  at  East  Lansing  for  in¬ 
struction  and  for  a.  good  tine.  Fror-H  clubs  are  ready  with  their  exhibits  in 
Worth  Dakota,  for  the  two  State  fairs  this  month.  Tomorroio  they  will  be  removing 
their  exhibits  fron  the  4-K  club  depantnent  of  the  District  Fair  at  Minot  which 
has  been  on  all  this  week.  Fron  the  l4th  to  the  20th  they  will  be  exhibiting 
ad  the  State  Fair  at  Grand  Forks  a,nd  fron  the  21st  to  the  26th,  at  the  State 
Fair  ad  Fargo. 


In  South  Dakota,  three  thousand  club  members  are  busy  canping.  Fifteen 
canps  are  being  held  this  yean  in  different  sections  of  the  State  so  that  a 
caxip  will  be  convenient  to  everj'’  4-H  clubber  in  the  Stade.  District  club 
canps  are  also  being  held  in  India.na,  Kansa.s,  Kentucky,  Missouri,  and  Ohio, 
this  month.  Boys  aiid  girls  fron  six  counties  in  Uev;  Jersey  are  finishing  up 
the  la,st  of  three  junior  canps  held  in  the  State,  this  week.  Uext  week  there 
will  be  five  different  canals  and  short  courses  in  different  sections  of  Virginia. 
The  week  beginning  July  21,  club  menders  fron  all  pants  of  Vir.ginia-  and 
Tennessee  will  attend  Stade  short  counses  ad  their  Sta.te  Agricultural  Colleges. 
Tlie  week  beginning  July  2S  will  see  club  r.:embers  in  Sta.te-wide  ^adherings  in 
Mississippi,  Kentucky,  Louisiana,  Oklahoma.,  and  Texa.s.  At  the  sane  tine,  the 
State  Junior  Farm  Bureau  Camp  will  be  held  at  the  University  of  Uevada  Livestock 
F.arn  a.t  Keno,  Hevada.  Last  year  2S4  boys  aid  girls  a.ttended  this  cann  2nd 
they  expect  about  the  sane  number  again  this  summer. 
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In  the  last  this  month  there  are  4-H  training  schools  in  Vernont, 
Dela,ware,  and  Connecticut,  ajid  State  Short  courses  in . Massachusetts  and  Rlaode 
Islaiid. 

And  so  it  goes  in  practically  all  Sta,tes  of  the  Union  at  this  tine  of 
year.  Pour-H'ers  are  "busy  getting  training  in  the  prohlens  relating  to  farn 
and  hone,  health,  culture,  and  many  other  things,  including  the  forming  of  many 
new  friendships.  AlthoU;gh  the  purposes  of  these  meetings  a.re  pri’narily  of  an 
educational  nature,  the  cluh  leaders  see  to  it  that  "a  good  time  is  had  hy  all.” 

I  have  been  visiting  clubs  in  a  number  of  Southern  States  this  year  to 
see  then  in  auction.  P/heii  I  went  doun  into  Ellis  County,  Oklaliona,  the  Jlrnett 
4-H  Club  put  on  a  model  club  program  with  which  they  had  placed  first  in  the 
county  contest.  I  vvant  to  tell  yoii  something  about  these  model  club  progra:".s. 
Every  club  in  each  county  v/orks  up  what  it  considers  to  be  the  very  best  program 
to  have  at  a  club  meeting.  The  meeting  is  opened  by  the  president  of  the  club 
and  proceeds  in  the  regular  way,  following  povrli  amen  tarty  rules.  After  the 
business  of  the  club  ha;s  been  transacted,  a  program  is  put  on  which  includes 
a  method  demonstration  of  som.e  club  practice,  songs,  talks  13?-  r.embers  of  the 
group,  and  frequently  some  for:::  of  recreatio:i.  The  clubs  in  the  county  meet 
together  for  a  county  contest,  the  winners  corpeting  in  district  contests,  and 
the  winners  in  the  district  semi-finals  corujete  in  the  finals  at  the  State  club 
event  which  is  held  at  the  State  i^gri cultural  College.  The  Arnett  4-H  Club 
made  me  an  honorary  member  of  their  group  at  the  time  of  m^y  visit.  Since  that 
time  they  have  ^von  out  in  the  district  contest  aiid  I  want  to  congratulate  them 
upon  their  a.chieve:nent. 

Word  has  just  cone  in  that  S:7lvia,  Sretoi,  now  a  sophomore  in  hor.e 
economics  at  the  University  of  Minnesota  and  a  mem.ber  of  the  Uopher  College 
4-H  Club  there  has  been  selected  as  one  of  I5  girls  in  the  United  States  to  re¬ 
ceive  a  scholarship  from  the  University  of  Ru:::ania  for  study  during  year  be¬ 
ginning  September  1.  Sj^lvia  will  leave  for  Bucharest  esxlif  in  August.  She 
has  been  a  4-H  Club  memtoer  for  four  ^/ears  and  has  represented  Dakota  County, 
Minnesota,  a,t  State  events  and  excelled  in  demonstration  work.
